YORRUPTION, self-interest, nepolism and sheer inability to form) a coherent 


policy to halt the rapidly degenerating ceonomic situation—coupled with 
emotional issues Tike religion and language —ted to the resounding defeat of Prime 
Minister Sir John Kotelawala’s ruling United National Party by the Peoples 


United Front in Ceylon’s recent elections. 

Phe unemployment crisis loomed dark with 
over $00,000 out of 8,000,000 people without 
work as living casts continued to rise steeply. 

Despite Kotclawala’s Namboyant: anti-Coni- 
munist talk he was inadvertantly furthering 
conditions of poverty, bitterness and frustration 
which could well have been a fertile breeding 
ground for Communism. 

Vhe United National Party’s lack of a clear- 
cut policy on the language  isste~ whether 
Sinhalese, the language of 5/Sths of the popula- 
tion, should be the sole National Language in 
place of English — catalyzed the reaction against 
that party. But this was by no means the 
only election issuc, 

Phat the language question was not of such 
paramount importance was proved by the 
striking increase in the seats won by the Nava 
Lanka Sama Samaja Party which called for 
parity between the Sinhalese and Panul 
languages, 

Despite Kotelawala’s boast of a neutralist 
policy for Ceylon, British bases in ‘Trinco- 
nutlee aud Negoubo, designed as half-way 
stops for military transpori between the 
Middiy Kast and Singapore aud used) for 
imperialist purposes in the East, prevented 
Ceylon from being truly neatral, 

There was also danger that Ceylon would 
be dragged into a conflict between the two 
ward power bloes, 

Considerable pressure had been exerted on 
the former Government by both Britain and 
America, and this Government usually suc- 
cumbed ta it. Thereby lode mayen: proved 
to be only a bogus one as had always been 
predicted by the Left wing parties. 


COMPLETE INDEPENDENCE 


Nationalist feeling had reached a further 
stage of political consciousness when it 
demanded uot only political independence but 
also a policy of independent development free 
from ail forms of imperialism---camoutlaged or 
not. 

Foreign capital still held 800 per cent of 
the productive wealth of the country. About 
90 per cent of the country’s total wealth was 
controlled by three to four per cent of the 
population. 

This led to the united demand of the Left 
for 4 comprehensive scheme of nationalisation 
ot the chief means ot production and the 
equitable distribution of wealth. 

Kotelawala’s Government merely touched 
the fringe of the grave problems of the 
peasant: absentee landlordism, fragmentisation 
of Jand, debt, ete. ‘This party, ike the Congress 
Panty in India, was considered at the ume of 
independence to express the national aspiva- 
tions of the people, 

However, it degenerated into a self-help 
society and became so ont ef touch with the 
feelings of the people that it had no conception 
of the magnitude of discontent.

Ceylon. 

Although the MEP has in mind a republican

The Nava Lanka Sama Samaja Party, oldest 
political party in Ceylon and the one that hay 
done most towards championing the cause of 
the workers and trade inians, has decided. to 
stay in the Opposition. This ig a sign of hope. 
For Parliamentry Democracy ta function 
cliectively, 1 must have a progressive, efficient 
and effective apposition, and the WNP is in 
capable of this. 

In his broadcast talk to the nation, the new 
PM assured the minoritics of fair play, Ale 
though there are some hangers-on in the MHP 
who could raise a communal cry there ts hape 
that the weight of enlightened socialist opinion 
is strong enough ia the MEP to counter this 
vifectively.

"PHE East African Standard of October 22, 

1955, reported that during the Debate in 
Legislative Council, Mr. Mathu, the African 
Representative Member, stressed the need to 
take quick action to compensate people whose 
land had been commandeered for construction 
of villages and Guard Posts: 


“Many people had lost their entire holdings 
and had nowhere on which to plant the crops on 
which they depended. This grievance, unless dealt 
with prompuly, would be a nieans of storing up 
hatred and bitterness against the authorities in the 
future. Already there was considerable tension in 
the villages.” 

The Minister for African Affairs said “he believed there 
would be some return by loyal smallholders to their farms, but 
this might take some years.”

Standard:

{Forfeiture of land by terrorists.)

You will remember that last week we read 
about Gandhi, a shy timid lithe boy of five 
or six, who called his teacher numes behind his 
bach, but who was irying to become a little 
better cach day. 


(ONCE he was allowed by his father to 

go to the theatre to see a play. It 
was the story of the good King Haris- 
chundra, who sacrificed everything he 
possessed in the world, even his wife and 
child, for the sake of truth, 


Thia play made a great impression on the 
truth-loving child. He determined to be just 
like Harischandra and suffer anything, even 
death, rather than tell a lie, 


Just about the same time as this, he 
happened to read a book about Shravana, the 
devoted son, Gandhi was not at all fond of 
reading as « child, but this book interested 
him very much, 


jie made up his mind always to be as loving 
and devoted to hia own dear parents as 
Shravana wae to his. 


Although you have only been reading for a 
few minutes, t think you must have already 
noticed a very beautiful side of Gandhi's 
character: thal whenever he cameo across good 
in anything of anybody, he at once tried to 
imitate it. He was never content with just 
admiring, aa most of us are. 

Though it was very unusual jn those days 
for Hindus to mix with people of other faiths, 
Gandhi's father had many friends outside his 


community, Jains, Parsees, Muslims—all were 
welcome in his home. 


With these friends the good man would talk 
much about religion and ask his visitors to 
explain their beliefs to him. His little son 
would always be near at these times, for the 
father was often sick and required his help in 
many ways, especially for rubbing his feet and 
legs when they ached. 


Gandhi always listened carefully to these 
grown-up talks on religion, From them he 
learned fo respect every religion, for all 
religions are meant to lead men to God, 

As he grew up he anderstood this more and 
more. At last he came to sce that as all 
feligiong terch us to be good, truthful, brave 
and faithful, there is rcally only one religion 
in the world-~and that is to love Giod and to 
serve our fellow men with all our might.

WHEN Gandhi was only twelve years 

old he was married, according to 

the Hindu custom of those times, to a little 

girl his own age. Her name was Kasturba 
and she was very sweet and pretty. 

Marriage js a serious and holy thing. Jt 
joins two people together for their whole life. 
It is hard for a child to undersiand how great 
a thing marriage is, and nowadays people do 
not think if good far children to marry. 


In those days, however, the old-fashioned 
Hindus thought differently, and so Gandhi and 
little Kasturba were married. 


When he grew up Gandhi admitted that all 
he thought about on his wedding day was the 


excitement, the music, the drum beating, the 
lovely clothes that he was given to wear, and 
all the good things there were to eat. 


He was very glad, too, that he would now 
have Kasturba for a playmate. 


Weddings cost a great deal in those days 
in India. Families were often ruined by the 
expenses of one. ‘This was because each family 
wanted to show off and appear richer than it 
really was. 


Hundreds of people were invited, to eat and 
eat till they could manage no more. Huge sums 
were spent on lovely clothes and jewellery. 
Whole months were wasted in preparing every- 
thing, too. 


This was all very foolish, and Gandhi was 
much against it when he grew up. He could 
not bear to think of hundreds of people stuff- 
ing themseives on the best of food at every 
wedding feast in India, when there were 
millions of poor Indians who never once in 
their lives got enough fo satisfy their hunger. 


Hut at the time of his own marriage he 
was so young that he only thought how lovely 
it was to have such a fuss made about him. 


Little Kasturba was very shy at first, and 
would hardly speak to her new husband, but 
they soon became goud friends,

{n a restrained address Professor Haldane 
showed « scries of slides of Mies and mice dis- 
figured by the speeding up of mutations by 
X-rays, but declined to show aay pictires of 
abnormal humans except one example of 
juvemle idiocy in a girl who was normal until 
the age of seven when she contracted blindness, 
inability to stand straight, and finally idiocy. 

The lecturer dismissed Sir John Cock- 
crof(s remssuring sivenent on the dangers of 
radiation because much of the world’s papu- 

Judion was not protected by solid brick 

houses, and many bombs had been tested 

sluce Sir Jolin lind spoken. 

There were two methods to estimate the 
effects of radiation on humans, Professor 
Haldane explained, and both were inaccurate, 
It was possible that fram the bombs already 
exploded 100,000 deaths in future generations 
had been caused, not including many ante- 
natal deaths. 


INVESTIGATION PROPOSAL 


“We are told that the OS Government has 
a vast research project inlo fie eflects of atomic 
radiation, bat its work is * classified *-that is, 
it cannot be published. Some interesting data 
has been released, but it is carefully designed 
holt to answer the problem that interests us 
as human beings.” 

The iecturer had put forward his own scheme 
for investigating fhese effects, and hoped to 
have it accepted by such countries as India, 
Switzerland and Japan. The cost of such a 
scheme would be only a fraction of the cost of 
one atom bomb.
